cau ses of skids they can often be elim -!

"The cau ses 
are contained in the natu ral laws ot i 
friction and inertia, and stu dy of these 
law s will m ake a bettor as well as a, 
safer driv er.” 
Kv en the man who

and if lie has giv en attention to the 
c au ses of side slips lie is far more apt 
to retu rn home safely than if he wait­ 
ed to hav e the su bject thru st u pon 
him. 
Dry Road Dangers
